As  national  debate  continues  to  swirl 
around  comments  made  by  Chick-fil- 
A’s  president  during  a  recent  inter¬ 
view  with  the  editor  of  North  Carolina 
Baptists'  news  journal,  that  editor  is 
describing  many  media  reports  of 
his  conversation  with  the  company’s 
president  as  'distorted." 

During  a  call-in  radio  interview 
July  19  with  WORD- KM  in  Pittsburgh, 
K.  Allan  Blume  described  his  conver¬ 
sation  with  Chick-fil-A's  Dan  Cathy  as 
“very  positive,'  unlike  how  it  is  being 
portrayed  in  a  variety  of  news  reports. 

Baptist  Press  (sbcbaptistpress.org) 
re-posted  the  original  story  July  16, 
which  was  published  in  The  Biblical 
Recorder's  July  7  issue  and  posted  on 
its  website  (brnow.org).  The  Baptist 
Record,  newsjournal  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Convention,  picked  up 
the  Baptist  Press  feed  and  published 
the  article  on  page  three  of  the  July  19 
issue. 

After  Baptist  Press  re-posted  the 
story,  related  articles  soon  surfaced 
in  the  Huffington  Post,  Associated 
Press,  USAToday.  Los  Angeles  Times, 
Fox  News,  and  other  news  agencies  —

Shortly  after  the  article  broke  in  the 
nationnl  news  media,  Boston  Mayor 
Thomas  M.  Menino  told  BostonHer- 
ald.coei  that  he  will  fight  to  keep  the 
restaui  ant  chain  out  of  Massachusetts' 
capital  city,  even  if  it  means  withhold¬ 
ing  government  permits.

Air 
Force  chaplain  who  attended 
a  same  sex  civil  union  that 
tookplace  in  June  at  McGuire 
Air  Force  Base  in  New  Jersey 
has  notified  chaplaincy  lead¬ 
ers  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention's  tforth  American 
Mission  Board  (NAMB)  that 
he  la  leaving  the  convention's 
chaplaincy  program. 

"Southern  Baptists  love 
and  pray  for  our  chaplains. 
That  being  said,  we  only  want 
to  endorse  chaplains  who  can 
support  Baptist  doctrine  and 


belief  without  reservation,* 
said  Kevin  Ezell,  NAMB's 
president. 

Referring  to  a  military  pol¬ 
icy  recently  discarded  by  the 
Obama  administration,  Ezell 
pointed  out,  "When  it  comes 
to  what  our  chaplains  believe 
and  practice,  we  do  ask  and 
we  do  expect  them  to  tell.' 

NAMB  chaplaincy  leaders 
contacted  Air  Force  Chap¬ 
lain  (Col.)  Timothy  Wagoner 
after  an  Associated  Press  ar¬ 
ticle  appeared  in  eatJy  July 
deacribing  him  aa  'watching 
supportively*  during  the  civil 


union.  At  the  time.  Wagoner 
indicated  to  NAMB  he  did 
not  support  the  ceremony.  He 
also  gave  assurances  of  his 
support  fu-  the  Baptist  Faith 
and  Message  .’000  and  for  the 
bjblical  definition  of  one  man, 
one  woman  marriage.

Wagoner  notified  NAMB 
of  his  decision  July  19.  Other 
details  of  Wagoner’s  depar¬ 
ture  were  not  included  in  the 
statement  from  NAMB. 

As  part  of  its  endorse¬ 
ment  process,  NAMB  assesses 
chaplain  candidates  based  on 
their  doctrine,  beliefs,  min¬ 
istry  experience,  and  their 
history  as  Southern  Baptists. 


Each  applicant  is  required  to 
indicate  agreement  with  the 
Baptist  Faith  and  Message 
2000,  the  Southern  Baptist 
doctrinal  belief  statement. 

The  United  States  military 
requires  that  all  of  its  chap¬ 
lains  have  the  endorsement  of 
an  established  faith  group. 

NAMB  is  the  endorsing  en¬ 
tity  for  chaplains  on  behalf  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion.  There  are  1,450  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  chaplains  serving 
the  United  States  Armed  Ser¬ 
vices.
